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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action or the MPEP. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Heim, US 5,807,341. See especially figures 5 and 6, which disclose the claimed strap. 

Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Daneshvar, US 5,582,599. See especially figure 11, bands 61, 62, 63 and 64, which 
may be adhesive (column 9, line 53). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10, 16-27 are allowed. 

Claim 29 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Regarding claim 1 , none of the prior art shows or suggests the apparatus with 
the cutter and obturator protecting the edge of the cutter, the means for longitudinally 
translating the cutter relative to the obturator, and the other embodiments claimed. 
Regarding claim 21-27, the preamble recites a chest drainage apparatus, and the body 
recites that the limit stop functions to prevent the trocar from extending a predetermined 
depth into the chest cavity. Accordingly, the examiner considers that the preamble, 
which recites that the device is for chest drainage, limits the invention. While similar 
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structural features are found in the prior art, none of the prior art shows or suggests the 
device having a chest drainage catheter. Regarding claim 29, none show.or suggest 
the method with the blunt obturator and other embodiments.
